Walter T. Kerr, candidate for 
re-election to the Selectman post, 
today released a statement chal¬ 
lenging the platform of his cau¬ 
cus opponent.

Here again his in¬ 
tention is to indicate that Aga¬ 
wam is not getting its shave of

A 70-day season has been set 
for geese (excepting snows) and 
brant. The split season is Oc¬ 
tober 11 to October 27, inclusive 
and November 11 to Januaiy 2nd. 
The daily bag limit for geese is 2, 
the possessionu limit is 6. For 
brant 6 is both the daily and pos¬ 
session limit. 

Two changes in Fish and Game 
Regulations were announced to¬ 
day by the Fish and Game Board. 

After a public hearing held at 
Montpelier, the board voted to 
allow the use of a six cell flash¬ 
light not greater in size than 
size D while locating in and tak¬ 
ing fi’om a tree any raccoon treed 
by a dog. 

The month of October was set 
as the open season for taking 
pheasants, wild turkey, quail and 
Chukar partridges. The season 
on ruffed grouse remains Octo¬ 
ber l-November 5, inclusive, and 
waterfowl seasons remain in ac- 
coi’dance with federal regulations.

IT'S NOT ALL C.^STIXO 

Fly fishing's not difficult. 
Anyone can learn to handle a 
fly rod after a few practice ses¬ 
sions in the backyard. 

But there is more to fooling 
a rising fish than just the cast¬ 
ing. 

The fishing experts at Mer¬ 
cury outboards have passed on 
a few pointers to help those ofi 
itf^ who may be taking our first 
wobbly steps in the art of fly, 
casting. I 

First, you must have a leader 
that is absolutely free of coils 
and one which will sink the in¬ 
stant it hits the surface. To' 
straighten a leader, pull it 
through a tightly clasped piece 
.of rubber cut from a tire Inner- 
tube; in a pinch, draw it across 
the sole of your boot. j 

. Dress your dry flies with a 
silicone preparation to make 
them float. When flies appear 
bedraggled from use, they can 
be restored to full life by hold¬ 
ing them over the spout of a 
boiling teapot. i 

Control your casting ambi¬ 
tions. Most fish are caught with¬ 
in a distance of 30 feet anyway. ■ 
Accuracy and delicate pre.senta-. 
tion are the two most important; 
factors in conning a fish to 
strike. 

Under no circumstances should! 
the line or fly drag across the ! 
surface. It must float with the 
current or wind action. Some¬ 
times a twitch will help. This 
means a quick, -easy movement 
of only two or three Inches. 

Two other points the Mercury 
follcs offer: use a floating line 
with a dry fly and when wet fly 
fishing in shallow water; use a 
sinking line when fishing deep 
and in swift currents. Generally, 
you'll do best using tiny midge 
dry flies or wet files, except ! 
during hatches. 

The little things in fishing | 
make a big difference, particu¬ 
larly where fly tackle is con¬ 
cerned. When everything’s right 
you’ll catch fish.
